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20 Die In Illinois Mine Explosion 


Rescue Teams 
Try To Reach 
Scores More 


111 Working At 
rime Of Blast 


CENTRALIA, 111.. March 25—(AV- 
Twenty coal miners were reported 
tonight to have been killed in an 
underground explosion in mid-after* 
noon, and rescue teams were trying 
to get to scores of others trapped 540 
feet below the surface. 
Twenty-four 
miners 
had 
been 
brought out alive by 10:30 p. rn. 
(CST), leaving 55 men unaccounted 
for A total of 131 miners were in 
the mine when the explosion oc­ 
curred. 
Ed Wick, news editor of the Mt. 
Carmel. 111.. Republican Register. 
said he heard Illinois State Mine 
Inspector Driscoll Scanlon tell State 
Police Captain R. C. Winder that 
he counted 21 dead in the mine. The 
body of one other miner had al­ 
ready been recovered. 
"It's as bad as it can be." the 
Mt 
Carmel newspaper man said 
Scanlon reported. “The gas is so 
heavy another explosion could come 
momentarily.” 
Elmer N Baird, face boss at the 
mine, said “theres no chance for 
the men still down there." 
More than 500 persons, including 
an mc 
weeping 
women, 
crowded 
around the mine shaft as flood­ 
lights played on the scene, and 
ambulances were lined up for abot^t 
a quarter of a mile. 
Police set up rope lines to keep 
the crowd back. but there was no 
hysteria 
Two anal] taverns within 500 feet 
of the mine were jammed with 
person eager for any scrap of in­ 
formation about the men below. 
An emergency medical center was 
established at the community cen­ 
ter in Centralia, and as the miners 
still living were brought up on 
stretchers they were taken there 
and to St. Mary’s Hospital. 
As the crowd surged around the 
mine entrance and watched as the 
rescue teams went in and came 
out. a voice on a public address 
system urged: “stand back, stand 
back ” 
The single operating level of 640 
feet 
underground 
extends 
about 
four mile* back from the bottom 
of the shaft, and the men trapped 
In that corridor were reported cut 
off by a fall 
The blast occurred with a great 
•whoosh" about 3:30 p. rn . a wit­ 
ness said, and it was about four 
hours later when the first unin­ 
jured miner got to the top 
John Ritter. Assistant ‘ Chief of 
the State Police, said the explosion 
was caused by dust, combined with 
normal blasting of coal. 
Clearance of fallen timbers on 
The way to the entombed men was 
being planned before midnight by 
Robert Weir, assistant director of 
the Illinois Department of Mines 
and Minerals 
The weather was about freeing, 
and rescuers wore heavy clothing 
and maxks as they worked in relays 
to get through the gas 
The shaft is one mile south of 
Centralia. It is the Centralia Coal 
Company Mine No. 5, and normally 
employs 230 men.

produce freaks. 
The commission, composed of two 
civilian scientists, two army and 
two navy medical officers, studied 
the bombed populations 


WASHINGTON. March 25 (/Pl —

Plot To Overthrow Three Central 
American Countries Is Denied 


WASHINGTON. March 25 (ZP) — 
The State Department issued a 
statement tonight saying it “knows 
of no plot" to overthrow the gov­ 
ernments of Costa Rica, Nacaragua 
and Honduras 
) arlier a diplomat told reporters 
that the Department had been in­ 
formed of such a plot and that two 
other Latin 
American Couif.ries 
were alleged to be involved in it. 
This official withheld the use of 
hi* name. 
Ambassadors of Casta Rica. Nica- 
r» -.us and Honduras did call Sat­ 
urday to see Dean Acheron, Under­ 


secretary of State, the Department 
said, then continued in its state­ 
ment: 
“They left a memorandum with 
Mr. 
Acheson. This memorandum 
simply reiterated what had been 
published previously with reference 
to unauthorized 
arms shipments 
which were seized in Mexico and 
New. Orleans. 
“The memorandum did not attach 
responsibility for such shipments to 
any other country. Its purpose «was 
merely to bring officially to the at­ 
tention of the Department of these 
previously mentioned reports.’' 


WASHINGTON. March 25 (/Pl — 
President Truman today repledged 
full faith in the United Nations, in 
obvious reply to critics who com­ 
plain that the administration is 
damaging the U. N.’s prestige by 
passing It in favor of lone-hand­ 
ed aid to Greece and Turkey. 
In a message to Secretary General 
Trygve Lie on the first anniversary 
of the initial U. N. meeting In the 
United States, the President said 
tho American people “believe in the 
future of the United Nations with 
firm conviction.” 
Weald AM U. N. 
He added: 
“The United States, in all its acts, 
seeks to add strength to the United 
Nations and to give effect to the 
principles 
and 
purposes 
of 
the 
United Nations Charter.” 
This development followed an an­ 
nouncement by Warren R. Austin, 
United States representative to the 
U. N.. that he will give the world 
peace-keeping organization a state­ 
ment Friday on the Greek-Turkey 
situation. 
One of the main issues in the ad­ 
ministration plan to shore up the 
Greek and Turkish Governments 
against Communism is: Does the 
United States propose thereby to 
ditch the processes of the United 
Nations? 
With that as the background, 
Austin called on Mr. Truman today. 
Later he told reporters at the White 
House of his plan to make the 
statement before the Security Coun­ 
cil in New York. 
“It will deal thoroughly with the 
item in our Security Council busi­ 
ness which relates to disturances on 
the northern border of Greece,” he 
said.

Senate Approves 
U. S. Joining 
Refugee Group 


WASHINGTON. March 25—(/P)— 
The Senate approved legislation to­ 
day authorizing the United States 
to join the International Refugee 
Organization and to spend $75,000.- 
000 for the care of displaced per­ 
sons. 
Before passing the measure on a 
voice vote and sending it to the 
House, 
the 
Senate 
adopted 
an 
amendment specifying that partici­ 
pation in the relief program set up 
by the United Nations may in no 
way lower this country’s barriers. 
In urging this policy. Senator 
Revercomb (R-W. Va.) 
told his 
colleagues “we must protect this 
country from communism.” 
The vote for U. S. membership In 
the IRO came after Senator Van­ 
denberg (R-Mich.), chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee. told the Senate this would lead 
to a “very substantial economy.” 
The Michigan Senator said Amer­ 
ica's share of the cost of IRO dur­ 
ing the fiscal year starting July I 
amounts to $75,000,000. or $55,000,- 
OOO less than the U. S. is spending 
in fiscal 1M7 to care for 588,000 dis­ 
placed persons in Germany and 
Austria. 
The present American program Is 
being handled Jointly by the Army. 
UNRRA and an Inter-Governmental 
Committee on refugees. 
V a n d e n b e r g said that with 
UNRRA about to close up shop, the 
only alternative to U. S. member­ 
ship in IRO would be for the Army 
to administer the United States pro­ 
gram alone at a coat of about 
$100,000,000. 
All members of the United Nations 
are eligible to Join the IRO. Van­ 
denberg estimated that 15 to 20 
will do so. but said he did not ex­ 
pect Russia or any of its associated 
states to come in.

MOSCOW. March 25 (ZP) — The 
United States proposed tonight that 
the whole German people be requir­ 
ed to accept terms of the German 
Peace Treaty, and that an advisory 
peace conference be held by all 
nations which declared war on the 
Nasls. 
Wants People To Agree 
' United States Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall told the Four- 
Power Council of foreign ministers 
that no German government should 
be saddled with the onus of signing 
the treaty, but that the German 
people should agree in their Nation­ 
al Constitution to accept the terms 
of the pact. 
The council meeting broke up 
early so that the ministers could at­ 
tend a command performance of the 
ballet Romeo and Juliet at the fam­ 
ed Bolshoi Theater as guests of the 
Soviet Government. 
Georges Bidault, French Foreign 
Minister, supported Marshall’s pro­ 
posal that the German people ac­ 
cept the pact, but V. M. Molotov of 
Russia and Ernest Bevin of Britain 
voiced at least tentative objections. 
Bevin said Im doubted the legality 
of such a clause in the German 
Constitution. Molotov said he would 
have to consider the proposal furth­ 
er. but that he believed a German 
government should be required to 
sign the treaty. 
Molotov also suggested that Iran 
and Albania be allowed to partici­ 
pate in any German peace confer­ 
ence. (Iran declared war on Ger­ 
many in 1943. Albania was taken 
over by Italy before the start of the 
war.)

Ac pf Mass Logical 
Marshall said acceptance of the 
treaty by the German people fol­ 
lowed logically from the uncondi­ 
tional surrender Imposed on their 
country. 
"If our view prevails, when the 
Germans accept the constitution 
they will be obliged to accept the 
peace settlement,” the American 
Secretary said. “Then the German 
people, and not any particular offi­ 
ciate or parties, become responsible 
for acceptance of the constitution 
and the peace settlement.? 
Marshall declared that the advis­ 
ory peace conference should be call­ 
ed by the five major allies — the 
United States, China, Russia, Brit­ 
ain and France. All powers which 
declared war on the Nazis should 
have an equal voice at the confer-

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Public Loses Patience 
Over Prolonged Bus Strike 


The wage dispute in the rubber industry has been 
settled. 
It raises hopes that in still other industries 
and, we might add, public utilities, com promises can 
be reached that will keep production rolling, or bring 
about resumption of strike-bound transportation, as 
In Cumberland. 
The bus strike is three weeks old, with the union 
and the Potomac Edison Company no nearer a settle­ 
ment than when the last of a series of conferences 
was held more than a week ago. 
It is to be regretted 
that the bus company could not have seen its way 
dear during its negotiations with the drivers and 
m aintenance men to have made a more liberal com­ 
promise offer than the one, full of uncertainties, it 
did advance. 
It might have prevented what now has 
become an almost unbearable inconvenience to the 
people of Cumberland. 
The patience of the public 
Is about exhausted, and it is demanding that soma 
action be instituted by someone that might bring an 
end to this breakdown in transportation. 
For not 
only the public, but business, too, has been made a 
victim of this stoppage of a public utility service. 
The pay increase of 11^ cents an hour, it might 
be pointed out, agreed to in the rubber industry, was 
less than the rubber workers* union asked, more than 
the companies offered. 
But there can be little doubt 
that both the workers and the owners have gained 
more by this peaceful settlement than would have 
been the case had their differences been hammered 
out in a prolonged and bitter strike. 
Best news to the general public Is the industry 
spokesman’s statement that rubber officials are “hope­ 
ful prices will not rise because of the wage increases. 
but instead win go down.” 
That is a pattern which. 
lf followed in other industries, will bring benefits to 
everybody—to workers and the public through lower 
prices of things they want to buy, lo investors in 
Industry in broadened markets. 
The bus drivers in the Cumberland strike have 
dropped their original demand for a 23 cents an hour 
Increase to 18 cents, or $1.15 cents an hour on which 
they would be willing to settle. The company is stand* 
tng pat on its offer of IO cents an hour increase, with 
an additional 3 cents an hour bonus, and various 
methods of applying that bonus. 
One of those 
methods would be to pay the 3 cents mn hour on a 
ten-month retroactive plan now, and making it a 
part of the basic pay rate In the contract for the last 
two months of the contract’s year, providing Its reve­ 
nues do not drop more than 3 cents per mile below 
present levels. 
The bus drivers want the 3 cents 
made a part of the basic pay immediately, In addition 
lo the difference between that $1.07 and $1.11 they 
have indicated they would accept. 
It is hard to believe these differences cannot be 
dissolved to the benefit of all concerned.

Loyalty Order President 
Truman Issued Much Needed 


It Is right, and urgently necessary, for the gov­ 
ernment of the United States to make certain of the 
loyalty of its employes. If we are to help other coun­ 
tries resist “political in filtr a tio n we must resist It 
firmly here at home. 
So we welcome President Truman's order that 
persons w hoa there are reasonable grounds to believe 
d ik p a l must be barred or removed from the Federal 
Betfire. The order is aimed not only at members of 
“totalitarian. Fascist, Communist or subversive” or­ 
ganizations. but also at persons in “sympathetic asso­ 
ciation” with such organizations. 
In practical effect, that means Communists and 
their fellow travelers. 
There probably 
aren’t many 
members of or sympathizers with Fascist organizations 
on the Government payroll, or trying to get on—al­ 
though. of course, any that may be found should get 
the bounce in a hurry. 
There are few, lf any, avowed Communists among 
the Government’s employes. 
But there are a lot of 
people who have a marked affinity for Communism, 
who follow the “party line,” who belong or have be­ 
longed to various “fronts” and “transmission belts.” 
Such people have no business holding 
Federal 
Jobs 
Only last week, the U. S. Supreme Court upheld 
the Government’s right to discharge employes because 
of membership in “Communist-front” organizations. 
Of course there is danger of injustice to loyal per­ 
sons in carrying out the President’s order. 
But we

temperate zone. The affliction 
is a troublemaker par ex­ 
cellence and altho there is a wealth 
of information on cause and manner 
of transmission, it is almost impos­ 
sible to subdue the nuisance. 
In the majority of cases the dis­ 
order begins ss an ordinary coryza, 
involving the nose and throat. From 
here it extends downward into the 
windpipe 
(trachea) 
and bronchi 
which accounts for the popular ex­ 
pression. ‘‘Whenever I get a cold in 
the head, it settles in my chest.” 
As a rule, two or three days are 
required for the organisms to mi­ 
grate from the pharynx into the 
breathing apparatus. Fever is not 
present unless the infection is over­ 
whelming but headache and pain in 
the back and legs attest to the 
realness of the illness. At first the 
cough is dry and irritating; as time 
goes by. more and more mucus is 
secreted by the inflamed mem­ 
branes so that with each spell, some 
materia] is raised. At this stage 
the sufferer may conclude that the 
cold is '‘breaking up” and, to a cer­ 
tain extent, he is right, for it marks 
an event in the normal sequence of 
changes. The situation is compar­ 
able to a bol] that is beginning to 
drain. When this occurs, the siege is 
half over. Provided complications 
do not arise. 
One of the most annoying forms of 
bronchitis exists when inflammation 
Is most marked In the upper part 
of the windpipe. There Is generally 
an associated hoarseness and the 
exasperating tickle In the back of 
the 
throat 
produces 
persistent 
coughing. The ailment, known as 
“tracheo-bronchltta,” sometimes per­ 
sists for two or three weeks. 


Why has the medical profession 
not been able to prevent the spread 
of colds? There are many factors 
which make the job difficult. In 
bronchitis, the causative germs have 
dug in all along the passageway so 
that with each breath they are 
blawn Into the air. When the cough­ 
er neglects to cover the mouth with 
hand or handkerchief, the “bugs'* 
are projected many feet ahead. Since 
the patient has to breathe, and 
barking Is inevitable, the atmosphere 
is polluted easily. This Is In con­ 
trast to a skin Infection which may 
contain the same microbes but 
actual contact Is necessary to scat­ 
ter them. 
Another barrier to control Is that 
little lf any Immunity develops after 
each bout. In addition, a host of 
organisms may be Involved, some of 
which are the actual culprits where­ 
as others tag along as secondary 
offenders. For these reasons, vac­ 
cines are seldom successful

healing. The person who continues 
to be up and about not only broad­ 
casts the malady but prolongs his 
own Illness by Inviting complications. 
Cough medicine containing codein 
ease throat Irritation and suppress 
hacking. Mustard plasters and rub­ 
bing the cheat with liniment or goose 
grease are favorite home remedies 
of questionable benefit, but the 
maneuvers are harmless and can bs 
continued lf the sufferer feels better 
when thev are employed. As a sub­ 
stitute. the physician recommends 
humidification of the room, since dry 
sir lengthens the course of the dis­ 
order. The sulfas and penicillin ars 
invaluable In attacking the micro­ 
organisms but must be used correct­ 
ly and In adequate amounts.

Left-Wing Starts Campaign Of 
Intimidation By Veto Talking

WASHINGTON. March 25 — Al­ 
though the Republican majority has 
not yet finished the major pieces of 
legislation that it will present to 
President Truman, the “left wing” 
is beginning a campaign of intimid­ 
ation by talking about presidential 
vetoes. 
Mr. Truman took the advice of 
the left-wingers on OPA legisla­ 
tion last summer and vetoed a bill 
which was obviously the wish of 
the country and the congress. As a 
consequence, the Democratic Party 
lost Congress 
Following more of the same kind 
of advice will cause Mr. Truman to 
lose the 1948 presidential election. 
From a Republican viewpoint, noth­ 
ing could bring a better break po­ 
litically than a series of Truman 
vetoes, for it would furnish the spark 
for the 1948 campaign which would 
then be designed to get rid of an 
obstructionist president. 
The Republicans could argue that 
they needed an even bigger major­ 
ity in congress and a Republican in 
the White House in order to achieve 
the reforms which they will have 
put up to President Truman and 
which, lf a series of vetoes comes, 
would have been blocked.* 
Damage To Economic System Seen 
Thus the portal-to-portal bill ta 
thoroughly understood as to Its ob­ 
jectives by the country If Mr. Tru­ 
man takes the side of the groups 
which have been organizing a huge 
campaign of extortion on a techni­ 
cality. the damage to the economic 
system will be so apparent that the 
responsibility of President Truman 
for the chaos that could conceivably 
follow would be plain. 
Again, if Mr. Truman listens to 
left-wing pleas and vetoes a tax-re­ 
duction bill, the Democratic Party 
might as well dispense with the 
holding of a nominating convention 
in 1948. 
The trouble with the left wing ta 
the deep-seated view they hold that 
only by left-wing tactics can the 


President be re-elected in 1948 The 
left wing has had control for so long 
that it cannot imagine government 
or elections without continuous pow­ 
er by their group. 
But there is not the slightest evi­ 
dence as yet that Mr Truman will 
put his political future in jeopardy 
by following the radical groups in 
his party. 
If he turns to the left 
again, he will be following the New 
Deal doctrines against which there 
has been a rising tide of sentiment 
ever since the 1944 presidential elec­ 
tion. Only the "commander-in-chief” 
argument and the existence of a 
state of war saved the Democratic 
Party from defeat In 1944. In 1946, 
when the war had been ended, the 
anti-New Deal feeling of the elec­ 
torate was manifested by the election 
of a Republican majority in both 
houses of Congress. 
Democrats Mast Defend A d tae 
Those of the New Deal school of 
thought who are advising Mr. Tru­ 
man to veto what the majority in 
Congress are about to propose in 
major legislation are assuming that. 
the country wUl back up their view 
in 1948. This means that their op­ 
position to tax reduction, portal-to- 
portal reforms, and a reduction of 
government expenses would have to 
be defended At the polls by th# 
Democrats In the face of a growing 
trend toward anti-New De a I ism and 
antl-radlcaliMYi in America 
Mr Truman has lately gained ta 
popularity because he has abandon­ 
ed the radical side He will be urged 
to continue that course as offering 
him the best chance for re-election. 
The hints and intimations that Mr. 
Truman will veto the major laws 
passed by the Republican Congress 
emanate from those with whom the 
wish is father to the thought. Until 
Mr. Truman gives evidence that he 
means to obstruct the will of tho 
majority in Congress, there is no 
ground for attributing to him a re­ 
turn to the role the New Dealers 
wish him to follow.

The Atom And The Army 
O 


N August 6. 1945. after the 
first bomb was dropped on 
Hiroshima, 
President Tru­ 
man said: 
“It has never been the habit of 
the scientists of this country or the 
policy of this Government to with­ 
hold from the world scientific knowl­ 
edge . . . But under present circum­ 
stances (secrecy Is adopted), pend­ 
ing further examination of possible 
methods of protecting us and the 
rest of the world from the danger 
of sudden destruction ” 
From that day on. scientists, poli­ 
ticians. the State Department and 
all sorts of citizens have been busy 
trying to discover a suitable manner 
of giving away all our knowledge 
and experience with atomic fission 
as well as the bomb itself. 
The 
scientists, hi particular, scared into 
unaccustomed speech • making 
by 
their own work and its horrible re­ 
sults. have engaged in a vast propa­ 
ganda to remove the advantage of 
possession of the bomb from these 
shores. They nearly succeeded. 


On November 15. 1945, Messrs. 
Truman. Attlee, and King Issued a 
Joint statement to the effect that 
"no single nation can in fact have a 
monopoly” of the bomb; therefore” 
“ . . . we declare at the outset our 
willingness, as a first contribution. 
to proceed with the exchange of 
fundamental scientific information 
and the Interchange of scientists 
and scientific literature for peaceful 
ends with any nation that will fully 
reciprocate* 
A conference of Three Powers was 
then held at Moscow. December 16- 
26. 1945, at which the Russians were 
encouraged to believe that they were 
let in on the partnership. Of course, 
the assumption was that peaceful, 
friendly allies — peace-lovers — who 
altared their blood In battle, would 
be eternal allies 
Meanwhile, the American Army 
held onto the bomb and the Man­ 
hattan Project. The scientists leak­ 
ed like sieves and finally let them­ 
selves loose In the Rvmth Report 
and the Russians employed spies In 
the United Bt ates and Canada to 
steal the bomb and all Its secrets. 
But 
the 
Armv. 
under 
General 
Oroves. protected the United States. 


As Moscow, the foreign ministers 
decided, as Secretary Byrnes an­ 
nounced on December 30. 1945, that 
the United Nations was to establish 
a Commission on Atomic Energy. 
Such a Commission was finally de­ 
cided upon at the first meeting of 
the Assembly of the United Nations 
in London, January IO to February 
14, 1946 
To this Commission, the 
United States appointed 
Bernard 
Baruch as its chief representative 
Meanwhile, two independent agen­ 
cies were at work In the United 
States, the Acheaon-LUIenthal Com­ 
mittee in the State Department and 
the McMahon Committee in the 
Senate. Dean Acheson represented 
the State Department and David 
Lllienthal was chairman of a Board 
of Consultants. 
The Acheson - Lllienthal Report 
proposed a program for universal 
control of uranium and thorium and 
the manufacture of its derivatives 
by the United Nations and for the 
right of the UN Atomic Commission 
to inspect all countries. Beyond that 
It does not go, except to Indicate 
that danger signals will keep the 
world good. It says: “. . . Those 
danger signals must flash early 
enough to leave time adequate to 
permit other nations—alone or in 
concert—to take appropriate action 
. . .” And then It adds: “To be 
genuinely effective for security the 
plan must be one that Is not wholly 
negative, suppressive, and police­ 
like . . 
Bernard Baruch could not go back 
on President Truman. Secretary’ of 
State Byrnes, the Three Power 
Declaration, the Moscow Conference, 
the Assembly of UN. the Acheson- 
Llllenthal Report and the McMahon 
BUL But he insisted upon thorough 
inspection, condign punishment and 
the abrogation of the Veto. And the 
Russians vetoed his proposals—quite 
naturally. 


Now, as one studies the documen­ 
tation of this case, it is obvious 
that all the American activities were 
based on the assumption that, once 
the Germans and the Japanese were 
defeated, this country is out of dan­ 
ger from any enemy. That ta now 


only too obviously an incorrect as­ 
sumption The United State* faces 
a formidable country, which chooses 
to oppose us at every point, and 
that President Truman ha* in effect 
declared to be an opponent, if not 
an enemy, in his speech declaring 
the Truman Doctrine.

Meyersdale Gels 
Loan Of IM M 
Far Sewage Plan

MEYERSDALE. Pa.. March 25— 
A $3,400 non-interest bearing loan 
has been approved for the revision 
of Meyersdale^' sanitary sewer sys­ 
tem. borough members were inform­ 
ed by4 Henry J. Sullivan. Public 
Works Administration, Washington. 
The loan approved February 25, 
will enable the borough to finance 
preparations for plans to be drawn 
by the Neilan Engineers of Somer­ 
set, Pa. 
The loan is based on a preliminary 
estimate of $90400, which includes 
the oast of land, right-of-way, legal 
fees, administration costs, permit 
fees, and an estimated $63,000 for 
materials and labor. 
The money is to be repaid to the 
Federal 
Government 
when con­ 
struction is begun by the Borough at 
the order of the Sanitary Water 
Board of Pennsylvania. 
The plans, prepared at the direc­ 
tion of the Sanitary Water Board, 
provides for the interception and 
diversion of all sanitary and indus­ 
trial sewage now discharging into 
Flaugherty Creek, which has been 
declared a pure stream under the 
provisions of the Pure Stream Att 
of 1937. 
The new outfall will Intercept and 
carry all other borough sewage 
through a proposed site for future 
construction of a sewage treatment 
plant, to the Casselman River. 
Present plans call for the con­ 
struction of 17,835 feet of 8-inch to 
15-inch sewers and 57 manholes.

until service could be installed. He 
also stated that four miles of line 
would be erected up the South Fork 
Road in the near future.

A new retail liquor law for Alte­ 
rant County to replace erne declared 
unconstitutional by the Court of 
Appeals has been prepared by the 
county delegation to the General 
A&sembly and submitted to the Al­ 
coholic Beverage Committee of the 
House as an amendment to a Sen­ 
ate bill recodifying the state liquor 
law. 
In preparing the measure, the 
delegation named a three-man li­ 
quor control board, all Republicans. 
to administer it and increased the 
number of liquor licenses that can 
be issued although a limitation Is 
retained. License fees likewise would 
be higher. 
* 
However, the measure will be sub­ 
ject to concurrance of the Senate 
and it was considered possible that 
changes may be made.

Ifamed to the Liquor Control 
Board by the delegation are former 
Judge Walter C. Capper of the 
Fourth J u d i c i a l Circuit; Fred 
Crowe, former mayor of Frostburg, 
and Henry Sweetie. MI. Savage, re­ 
tired C and P. Railroad employe. 
Capper was selected as chairman 
af the board. Bach would be paid 
$2,600 yearly.

liquor licenses were restricted 
to one for every 1.500 of the County 
population and that limit was reach­ 
ed with the issuance of 58 licenses, 
but the new law would allow one 
licence for even- I JOO of the popu­ 
lation and permit the issuance of 
pine more licenses or 67. 
The number of club licenses would 
be limited to 60 while under the 
old law there was no limitation. 
Rfry-nine such licenses have been 
Baned, however. 
Bale Prohibited 
One new provision of the law 
Would prohibit the transfer or sale 
of any license granted, and should 
on? licensee wish to give up his 
license he would not be allowed to 
dispose of it to another party but 
would be required to return it to 
the liquor control board for re- 
Bsuance 
One exception la provided ta the 
•ase of death. In that event, the 
administrator of the licensee’s es­ 
tate would be allowed to hold the 
license for eight months ta order 
to settle the estate. Then the license 
would revert to the control board. 
According to Horace P. Whit­ 
worth. Jr.. delegation chairman, this 
revision is a part of the state 


Another provision doubles the fee 
few liquor licenses and sets up a 
tavern license which would cost 
$1,000 Tavern licenses would be is­ 
sued to establishments th at do not 
serve food A liquor license to an 
establishment serving food would 
cost 6600 
The provision for tavern licenses 
also is a part of the state law but 
the license fee ii doubled In this 
county. 
The new law would become effec­ 
tive on passage and signing by the 
Governor.

Benjamin Haddix, 41- 
year-old woodsman of the Short 
Run area near Kltsnllter, was sen­ 
tenced to life imprisonment yester­ 
day afternoon by Chief Judge Wil­ 
liam A. Huster and Associate Judge 
George Henderson ta Garrett Coun­ 
ty Circuit Court at Oakland, after 
betag found guilty of a charge of 
raping his l l -year-old daughter. 
Haddix broke down and wept a 
few minutes after sentence was 
and called his 19-year-old 
son, Samuel B. Haddix, Jr„ of Bal­ 
timore to him and told the youth to 
take care of the family and keep 
out of trouble.” 
Haddix, defended by Heil Fraley, 
waa tried before the court and did 
not seek a jury trial. The Court, 
after hearing all the testimony in 
the case, deliberated only about IO 
minutes and then passed sentence. 
The man was arrested last month 
by Constable Roy Sowers, of Kitz­ 
miller, who investigated complaints 
from school teachers about the 
young girl’s nervous condition.
